ARTICLE I 
PURPOSES 


The partios to this agreomoent aro the contracting importers and the 
Scerotary of Agriculture of tho United Statos, 


Whoreas it is tho declared policy of Congress as sot forth in 
Section 2 of tho Agricultural Adjustment .ict, approved May 12, 1933, as anondods 


A, To establish and maintain such balanco between tho production 
and consumption of agricultural cormoditics and products thoroof and such 
marketing conditions thorofor, as will roostablish pricos to “arnors at a lovol 
that will give agricultural cormoditics a purchasing powor with rospoct to articles 
that farmors buy, oquivalent to tho purchasing powor of agricultural cormoditics 
in tho base period, the baso period in the case of agricultural commoditics oxcept 
tobacco being tho pre-war poriod, August 1909 to July 1914; 


B, To approach such cquality of purchasing powor by gradual correction 
of prosont inequalitios therein at as rapid a rato as is doomed foasible in viow 
of the curront consumption domand in donostic and forcign markets; and 


C, To protect: the consumors' intorest by roadjusting farm production 
at such levol as will not incrcaso tho porcontage of the consumers! retail 
expenditures for agricultural commoditios or products dorived therefron, which 
is roturnod to tho farnor, above the percentage which was roturned to the farner 
in tho pro-war period, August 1909 to July 1914; and 

Whereas, pursuant to the Agricultural -idjustnont Act, the partios 
heroto, for the purpose of correcting conditions now obtaining in the production 
of agricultural carmoditics and the products derived thorofrom and tho distribution 
theroof, and to ocffoctuate the declared policy of the Act, desire to enter into a 
Marketing Agreement under tho provisions of Section 8 (2) of said Acts; and 

Yhoreas tho contracting importers import and distribute more than 
sixty per cont of tho liquors, as horcinaftor defined, imported and distributed to 
doalors in the Unitod States; and 


Whereas the importation and distribution of such liquors enter into 
the current of foroign and intorstato cormoercos

‘Tho Socrotary shall dotermine ‘t ho. amount-of--aach type of liquor 
which may bo imported into the Unitod States for salo-fromicach forcign country 
during the poriod of cach calendar month cxcopt that for the poriod ending 
January $1, 1934, tho quantitios‘of the. sevoral typds of:liquor to be inportod 
from the vinecita foreign countrics shall be respectively as follows: 
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Be. Tho contrasting importors hereby apply for and consont to 
liconsing by the Seerctary, and tho Soerctary shall issue liconses to 
applicants *#orefor undcr such rules and rogulations as he may proscribo, which 
licenses shall authorize tho holdors thcoroof to import liquors for salo undor 
pornits grantod in accordanec with tho torms and conditions hereinafter sct forth, 
said liconsos to romin in forco for the duration of this agroenont. 


C, Thoro shall bo croatod a Board to bo Imovm as tho Pornit Authority, 
to consist of tho Secrotary of Agriculture, or his nominee, tho Sceretary of the 
Treasury, or his nominee, anda roprosontative of the industry who shall not bo 
engaged in the industry, Tho industry ropresontative shall bo sclectod and con= 
pensated by the Couneil of tho Wine and Spirit Importers Socioty of the United 
. States. Tho act or omission of tho nominco of tho Sccrotary of Agriculture and/or 
_ the Scerctary of tho Treasury, shall bo subject to roviow by the appointing authore 
ity upon appeal by any intorosted party. 


D. Within ton days aftor tho offoctive dato of this agreomont, cach 
liconsee or applicant for liconso shall azply to tho Board for pornit to import, 
liquors, which application shall be in the form prescribed by the Pornit 
Authority. With respect to tho quota for the poriod from tho ocffective date of 
this agreenent to January 31, 1934, the Bocrd shall issue pormits for tho importa= 
tion of liquors, the total guantity to bo limited to the quotas fixed for such 
period as above, in proportion to tho reasonable requirements of the respective 
applicants as ovidoneed by the facts disclosed in thoir respective applications, 
which facts shall bo establishod in such mammcer as may bo required by tho Board, 


E, Botwoen January 1 and January 10, 1934, and between the first 
and tonth days of cach succooding calendar month, applications for permits shall 
be filed with said Board by liconsces, which applications shall be acted on by 
tho Board on or bofore tho 20th day of such calendar month, as horoinafter 
provided in respect to applications to bo filed within tho first ton days after 
the offoctive dato horoof, Such pormits shall be issued for quantitics of 
the respective typos of liquor not in excess of tho allocation thorofor mado 
by tho Secretary for the ealondar month following the calondar month in which the 
applications are filod. 


F, Tho liquor covered by any permit shall be shipped undor tho 
contract of purchase by tho importor, within sixty days after tho dato of the 
issuance of the permit and no such shipment shall bo admitted into the United 
States unless the shipping documcnts are dated and the invoices have been 
consulated within such period, The Soerctary shall tako such stops as may be 
necessary to the ond that no invoices for tho importation into tho United States 
of liquors shall be consulated except whon authorized by a pormit granted in 
accordance with the provisions of this agrcomont, The Scerotary at tho request 
of licenscos and at thoir oxponse shall take such stops as aro necossary to 
transmit advice by cable to any Amorican Consul in a foroign country of the 
issuanco of any pormit so as to facilitate tho consulating of invoicos relativo 
to proposed importations of liquors under such pernit,

A, Effective date of Exocution

Statos nay becomo a party to this agreomont if a counterpart thcroof is executed 
by him and by tho Scerctary, This agrocmont shall take offoct as to such inporter 
at such time as tho Secretary may declaro above his signature attached to such 
countorpart. 


B,. Duration 


This agrcornont shall continue in force and cffect 
until the provisions of Titlo I of tho Act authorizing it shall ccaso to bo 
in offoct:

tion and distribution of liquors, 


(4) This agroomort shall terninate in any evont at 
tho expiration of one year irom tho offcetive date thoroof,. 
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In ordor that this agreomont shall become effective in accordance 
with tho declared policy of the Act, no imports of liquor for sale shall bo 
mado in tho United States by an importor who is not a party heroto except and 
unless ho applics for and obtains a license in accordance with the provisions of 
this agreement and under pornits grantod as horcinbefore provided with rospect 
to importers signatory heroto,

ATGLCLe: 
PurposeSe 


Whereas, it is the declared policy of Congress as set forth in 
Section 1 of Title I of the National Industrial Recovery Act: 


to remove obstructions to the free flow of interstate and foreign 
commerce which tend to diminish the amount thereof; and to provide 
for the general welfare by promoting the organization of industry 
for the purpose of cooperative action among trade groups, to induce 
and maintain united action of labor and management under adequate 
governmental sanctions and supervision, to eliminate unfair competitive 
practices, tc promote the fullest possible utilization of the present 
produetive capacity of industries, to avoid undue restriction of 
production (except as may be temporarily required), to increase 

the consumption of industrial and agricultural products by increas- 
ing purchasing power, to reduce and relieve unemployment, to im- 
prove standards of labor, and otherwise to rehabilitate industry 

and to conserve natural resources: 


Now therefore, to effectuate such policy, the following pro- 
visions are established as a code of fair competition for the Wine, 
Beer, and Spirits Importing Industry, and upon approval by the President 
shall be the standards of fair competition for such industry and shall 
be binding upon every member thereof. 


Artie le Pr 
Definitions, 
As used in this code:- 


(1) The term "President™ means the President of the United 
states. 


(2) The term "Secretary" means the Secretary of Agriculture 
of the United States, 


(3) The term "Administrator" means the duly designated re- 
presentative of the President to administer such functions and 
powers under Pitle I of the National Industrial Recovery Act as are 
not delegated to the Secretary by ixecutive Order. 
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(4) Fhe term tact" means Title I of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, approved June 16, 19336 


(5) The term "person" means individual, partnership, cor- 
poration, association and any other business unit. 


(6) The term "Wine,. Beer, and Spirits Importing Industry", 
as used: herein, is defined to mean the importation for sale to 
dealers of vinous, malt and or spirituous liquorse 

{7) The term "Employee" means any person engaged in the 
industry in any capacity receiving compensation for his services, 
irrespective of the nature or method of payment of such compensation. 


(8) The term "watchmen" as used herein includes only employees 
whose principal function is watching and guarding the premises and 
property of the establishment. 


(9) The term "outside salesmen” as used herein shall mean any 
salesman who performs exclusively selling functions and does not delivers 


(10) The term "employer" means any person by whom any such em- 
ployee is compensated or employ cde 


(11) The term "member of the industry" means any person engaged 
in the industry as an employer. 


(12) The term "products of the industry" or “industry products", 
as used herein, is defined to mean imported vinous, malt, and/or 
spirituous liquors. 


(a3) The term "Code Authority", as used herein, means that body 
referred to in Article VIII hereof. 


(14) The term "importer", as used herein, is defined to mcan any 
person who imports vinous, malt, and/or spirituous licuors and sells same 
to dealers in the United States. 


(45) The term "State" includes Territory and the District of 
Columb ia. 


(16) The term "books and records" means any books, recorés, 
accounts, contracts, documents, momoranda, papers, correspondence or 
other Writton data pertaining to the business of the person in question. 


(17) The torm "subsidiary" means any person, of or over whom, 
es mcomber of the industry has, either directly or indirectly, actual 
or legal control, whether by stock ownership or in any other manncr. 


(18) The term "affiliate" means any person who has, cither di- 
rectly or indirectly, actual or legal control of or over a member of 
the industry, whethcr by stock ownership or in any other maincr. 
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ARTICLE III 
Labor Provisions 
Hours. 


(1) Wo omployce shall knowingly be pernittod to wort: in oxcoss of 
forty (40) hours in any one wock or cight (8) hours in any ono day or six (6) 
ays in any sevon day period with tho followings oxcoptions: 


(a) Executive, supervisory, technical and adninistrative omploycos, 
provided that they reecive rogularly $35.00 a week or more, and outside salcsrion, 


(b) Watechnon, provided, howover, that thoy shall not work more than fifty- 
six (56) hours por wool, | 


(c) Chauffours and dolivorynon, provided, however, that thoy shall not 
work more than forty-cight (48) hours por wook nor moro than six (6) days in 
any sovon day period, 


(2) Tho maxinun hours established shall not apply in tho industry at tinos 
in which poals or scasonal demand places an unusual or temporary burden on the 
industry cxcopt that in such casos omnployoos may work not to oxccod forty-cight 
(48) ‘hours por week and ton (10) hours por day in any ton weeks! poriod in any 
calondar yoar, but in any such case at loast tino and onoethird shall be paid for 
all hours worked in oxcess of forty (40) hours por wook and cight (8) hours por 
daye 


(3) The maximun hours fixed in tho foregoing sections shall not apply 
to omployces on cmorgoney work, provided that any such omployco working in 
excess of forty hours per wool: or cight hours por day shall bo paid at tho rate 
of at least time and one-third for such ovortine, 


(4) Wo omployer shall knowingly pernit any onployee to work for a total 
nuriber of hours in oxcoss of tho nunbor of hours prescribed for cach woek and 
day, whether omployed by one or noro omployors.,
